It is up to Rommel to 
deliver the Korps on Italian soil

General Mac Arthur's bombers § are run- 
ning an around-the-clock program of their 
own. They have been on the wing sixteen 
days without a break, pasting Jap bases all 
over the island arena. Besides, in March 
they ran up a score of 263 enemy planes 
and 35 ships, losing one bomber and eight 
fighters of their own. The even more im- 
portant point is that the Japs do not ap- 
pear to have found out what they can do 
about it, except rebuild the bases and send 
along more planes and ships to be wrecked.
